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An incredible journey; 
a remarkable recovery

WILMINGTON - “I didn’t run. I 
remember I got on the white line 
and turned around and the-next 
thing, I woke up and I was under- 
neath the van,” Raechel Kerrigan 
said. A broken femur, her hip 
fractured in three places, and a 
lacerated liver were the more se- 
rious of the injuries Raechel sus- 
tained in an accident that hap- 
pened on Route 38 almost a year 
ago. It's something you wouldn't 
have guessed had happened to the 
bright, energetic twelve year old 
sitting across from me. 

She talked about what she re- 
members about the accident with 
just a little trepidation. “We 
came from Market Basket and we 
were going to cross the street

[Route 38] and the guy stopped 
for us and waved us so we could 
go. I ended up going first,” she 
said. “I remember stuff, but I 
kept on blacking out. I looked 
down at my leg and saw that it 
was fat. I knew it was broken. I 
can remember taking my own 
coat off. They lifted me up and I 
took “it off. -I- don’t remember 
them putting me into the ambu- 
lance, but I remember them tak- 
ing me out.” 

“I had four surgeries, a rod put 
in my leg, my femur. I had screws 
put in my pelvis,” she said. 
Raechel points to her hip. She 
said it felt like a long time before 
she was able to walk normally. 
Before the accident, she played 
jump rope, danced a bit and took 


walks with her dad. “I had the 
goal of walking again. That’s the 
first thing I wanted to do,” 
Raechel said, smiling. She was 
determined not to let the accident 
change her active life.

WILMINGTON- Lowell Street 
(Rte. 129) residents have one

“If they need to take some land 
to make the street safe, I have no 
problem with that,” said Roger 
Deharo, 63 Lowell St. 

Lowell Street is characterized by 
a strange mix of high-speed traf- 
fic and speed-walking pedestri- 
ans.

The Massachusetts Highway 
Department has scheduled a pub- 
lic hearing to discuss the Lowell 
Street project on Thursday, 
March 4 at 7 p.m. in room 9 of the 
town hall.

BOSTON - All across America, communi 
“sprawl” - unplanned and unchecked development, a trend that is 
environmentally damaging, fiscally expensive and socially disrup- 


tive 


The pervasive effects of sprawl are quite evident in New England. 
Whether in Boston, Nashua or Cape Cod, it’s adding dramatically to 
the time we spend in our cars - and don't spend with our families. It's 
damaging the environment with smog pollution, compromised water 
quality and loss of wetlands and wildlife habitat And it’s undermin- 
ing New Englanders’ sense of place - the scenic open fields, the 
bucolic village greens, the tightly-woven urban neighborhoods 


Consider the following facts: 


*Across New England, we are losing more than 1,200 acres of open 


space a week to development 


*From 1970 to 1995, Maine’s public school population shrank by 
27,000 students, yet the state spent $727 million on new school 
construction, much of it on new buildings in fast growing towns. 

*Rhode Island’s population has been stable the past 10 years, yet 
26,000 acres of land were developed 


Providences. 


- an area the size of two 


*Southeastern Massachusetts is one of the fastest growing areas 
in the country, yet more than half of the region's 50 communities do 
not have full time planners, only 20 have master plans and only five 
of those have been updated in the last five years. 

*Taxpayers pay directly for sprawl as well. For every $1 of 
revenue a low-density housing development brings a New England 
town, it costs the community as much as $1.50 in increased expenses 
to pay for schools, roads and other services. 

These and other similar, troubling facts are part of a growing 
body of evidence of the single biggest environmental challenge 
facing New England. It prompted the U.S. Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency's New England Office and a number of environmental 
and business groups earlier this month to assemble a powerful 
coalition of more than 1,000 developers, planners, conservationists 
and civic leaders to tackle sprawl. The conference, “Smart Growth 
Strategies for New England,” helped kick-start a New England wide 
collaborative effort by the public and private sectors alike 

Success in reversing sprawl will require lots of creative thinking. 
On that score, we'd do well to look at the State of Vermont, which 
is at the forefront of the smart growth movement in New England 
Vermont's philosophy, in the words of Governor Howard Dean, is 
“focusing not on the disincentives to developing farmland and open 
fields, but instead promoting incentives for maintaining the vi- 
brancy of our small downtowns.” For example, the Vermont legis- 
lature passed a “Downtown Bill,” an ambitious package offering

*A “Fundamental Smart Growth” training program, starting this 
summer, to help local officials from communities across New 
England strengthen their land use management skills, The training 
program, designed for zoning commissions, planning boards and 
other key land use decision makers, will be offered to dozens of 

\ communities over the next two years. 

*Nearly $2 million in grants for the six New England state 
environmental agencies to support smart growth efforts. 

*A significant expansion of our very successful Brownfields 
Program to provide additional financial and technical assistance to 
the mayors of New England’s cities as they seek to reinvigorate 
their economics by cleaning and developing abandoned, contami- 


nated industrial properties. 


With these actions - and with the help of a broad spectrum New 
England’s environmental, community and business leaders - we can 
ensure that as our economy grows, it does so in a way that preserves 
the character and livability of our communities rather than destroy- 


ing them. 


In this work, we will be guided by the words of the great urban 
planner Lewis Mumford: “The final test of aneconomic system is not 
the tons of iron, the tanks of oil, or the miles of textiles it produces:

visit. “It was one of the nurses, 
actually, that was worked there 
and she ended up donating blood 
to me.” She also said that two of 
the men that lifted the van off her 
came to visit her in the hospital. 
“After they left I started crying.” 

Her family was always there, 
encouraging her. “My dad stayed 
at the hospital with me. He stayed 
three or four weeks. My mom 
slept over. My 5th grade teacher 
visited me and brought stuff from 
the kids and told me I could do it 
and encouraged me,” Raechel 
said. She stayed at Mass General 
fof several weeks before she was 
moved to Spaulding Rehabilitation 
Hospital. She wrinkles her nose 
at the mention of Spaulding 
Hospital. “I hated it there,” she 
says. 
“I did transfers from the bed to 
the wheelchair. They wanted me 
one third of the time in bed, one 
third of the time up, one third of 


fries, get me a milk shake. I ate it 
all. It was great! 

While she was in rehabilitation, 
she continued her studies. “I had a 
tutor, she was very nice, too.” 
When she was finally released 
from Spaulding, she continued her 
physical therapy for quite some 
time. “Actually after I got my last 
operation, when, we got started 
walking, she [my nurse] was sur- 
prised, like, at how fast I started 
walking. I didn’t fall.or anything. 
I just started walking by myself. I 
was supposed to be on crutches 
and I totally took myself off them 
and just started walking by 
myself, but then when I went to 
the doctors, I had to bring them 
with me.” She took the crutches to 
sch ith her in case she had to 
use ther 

The régimen she had at home 
was different from the one at 
Spaulding. “I actually liked it bet- 
ter.” She improved more readily 
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An incredible journey; a remarkable recovery 


that it was really what she needed 
at that point. 

Raechel attended the Wildwood 
School and actually finished her 
last two weeks of the year last 
June. “Now I go to the North [In- 
termediate School].” She went 
back to school with a full sched- 
ule. “Right now I’m not doing too 
good with math.” She frowns at 
this and shakes her head. “I got 
put in advanced math, so I’m 
doing 7th grade math [while in 6th 
grade], but it’s hard.” She shrugs 
her shoulders. “Next year I may 
do it all over again.” She smiles 
and adds “it'll be easier then.” 
School has been a focal point in 
helping her cope with the acci- 
dent. 

She smiles when she talks about 
her days at school with her 
friends. “They’d carry my books 
for rae sometimes. If I was con- 
fused, they’d help. We didn't talk 
about it. They cared what hap-

the time in the wheelchair. They 
wanted me to stand up, but some- 
thing kept shifting. I was in pain,” 
She admits she was in pain most 
of the time during those transfers. 
What the doctors didn’t realize at 
the time was that her bone align- 
ment shifted when she did those 
transfers, causing the acute pain. 

“Thad an external fixator put‘on: 
I had four pins sticking in me. 
You could actually see the pins 
sticking in me. It made me 
straight,” Raechel says. Because 
the bones had to set and heal 
straight, she was put in traction to 
ensure they knitted together in 
place. “I still have the pins in my 
pelvis. I still have the steel rod in 
my femur,” she adds. 

She was there for almost three 
months. She had to use a wheel- 
chair for a while, too. “I just want- 
ed to go home. I wanted to pre- 
tend like nothing happened.” She 
just wanted to get on with her life 
and be with her family and 
friends. The first thing she did 
when she got home was ask her 
mother to get her McDonald's. 
She laughs, “I told her to get me 


at home. They said I was going to 
start walking anyway, but they re- 
ally weren't sure when. They 
thought I'd be in a wheelchair for 
a really long time. I was only in 
{a wheelchair] for two months 
maybe. I used crutches for about 
two or three weeks. I kind of did 
everything on my own. When I 
went back to the hospital ‘and got 
X-rays, they were surprised at 
how fast they healed. I had cracks 
and you could see where they 
were.” Now she has healed com- 
pletely. “You can’t even see the 
screw holes,” she adds. 

When asked what one thing 
helped her through the turmoil 
and pain last year. “It was actual- 
ly my friends. -They didn’t talk 
about it at all. They didn't bother 
me. When I got back to school, 
they were excited and they were 
helping me. And my family, my 
parents. They don’t talk about it 
that much.” During August last 
year, she and her family went to 
Hampton beach for a week and a 
half. “I was in the water all the 
time. I was walking fine.” She 
said she had a wonderful time and

I 
hope my mom can try to figure 
out something there.” She said 
she just goes with the flow now 
and does everyday things. “I 
watch football, sometimes I'll play 
it in the yard. I like hanging 
around with my friends, going 
shopping, going to the movies, 
talking about boys. I recently saw 
“The Water Boy.” I liked that.” 


She also loves animals. “I want 
to be a singer and everything, but 
I want to have a wild animal for a 
pet, too,” she said as a big grin 
spread across her face. “I have 
three cats, a dog and eight or so 
gerbils.” She got her cat during 
the summer. It was a week after 
she got out of school on summer 
vacation. Her friend's cat had kit- 
tens and she got one of the kittens. 
His name is Romeo. She laughs 
as she describes Romeo's excur- 
sions.

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Is he really a bad kid? 


My child is doing poorly in school. He has lost all interest in 
academics. He doesn’t seem to care. He’s developing a pattern of 
defiance. We wonder, how did he get this way? Was he born this way? 
Could it be he doesn’t give a damn or does he just enjoy making us 
miserable? Trying to get beyond this confusion often causes dis- 
torted solutions. After all, the child's lack of interest, non-caring 
attitude, and inappropriate behaviors can be hard to swallow. 

The greatest danger, however, can come from how the child's 
attitude and situation are dealt with. The concern, pride, and 
frustration of the parent and teacher can make understanding the 
child very difficult. Not trying, not listening, and performing poorly 
too often are unacceptable. This can elicit overbearing procedures 
to correct. Parent and teacher pride could be at stake. He/she is 
under my guidance and tutorship and the child is failing. If this 
becomes a personal confrontation, objectivity can be diminished 
Parents and teachers can become overzealous in their intent to help 
Constant correction, close monitoring, and a rhetoric confirming the 
child’s inabilities may only add to the problem. These children are 
living failure. They can’t afford the confirmation of this failure 

If we could only get into their minds to experience and feel the way 
they do. Sharing their anguish and desperation would give us a 
clearer picture and a greater tolerance. Too often we only experi- 
ence the negative effects, not the causes. Ask the teacher who must 
face the dilemma of not reaching certain children. Unless they are 
especially trained or have a keen insight to deal with the under- 
achiever, they could add to the child’s problem. This can happen 
when their helping hand is pushed aside. This rejection comes in 
many forms suchas the child not listening, not trying, and disrupting 
the class, to name a few. Is it any wonder a teacher becomes 
frustrated and indignant? After all, the teacher is successful with 
most of her children. Why not this child? The teacher, like the parent, 
may feel she somehow has failed. This can cause personal grief as 
well as overbearing techniques to succeed. 

In counseling these children, I have heard many times how 
embarrassed and degraded they felt when they were called to 
perform at the blackboard. These of course were children who were 
failing in the subject. They were not paying attention, and their 
chances of being correct were nil. The usual intent is to teach the 
child a lesson, that he'd better pay attention. This may be appropri- 
ate with the child who has the ability, but is goofing off. However, for 
the child who truly cannot perform the task, his inner grief and 
weaknesses have been exposed to his most sensitive element, his

peers. At this point, anything can happen, a derogatory remark, or 
refusal by the child to comply. After all, his dignity is at stake. Such 
incidents can only lead to more of the same. Now parents must get 
involved to reprimand and point out this lack of responsibility and 
compliance, only aggravating his survival mechanism. Defiance 
and non caring acts can now become the child’s way of life. Once this 
down hill trend begins, it gains momentum, distorting communica- 
tion and understanding. We conclude, too often, that this acting out 
child must bea non caring wise guy. Sadly, the same kid fighting for 
survival may never be understood. 

You will find that many of these same children can be angels, 
while under the umbrella of success and acceptance. Some of these 
acting out children in school are no problem at home. On the other 
hand, many well behaved children in school act out at home. You will 
usually find a correlation between their feelings of acceptance and 
their behavior. If their self esteem is being drained at school. 
Chances are they will act inappropriately. If this is happening at 
home you end up with the same results. If this continues for a period 
of time, it can generalize into all areas. 

We must ask ourselves these questions; are my interactions and 
relationships adding or'taking away from the child’s self esteem? Is 
the child acting out because he’s hurting and is trying to save face? 
Before we punish we must know why. To understand is to forgive. If 
we have the necessary information at the beginning, the child’s 
anger, defiance, and pain could be eliminated. After all, he/she 
wants only your love and acceptance. Unless this is understood, we 
will continue to be frustrated, spend thousands and experience 
heartaches. All the while the child is drowning in a pool of misunder- 
standing. 

Don’t wait, start nourishing your child by recognizing all the good 
things he does. These underachievers need a lot of positive reinforce- 
ment to offset their feelings of rejection and poor self-esteem. Give 
the child every opportunity to show what he/she knows best, 
eSpecially in the presence of his peers. Allow the child to know that 
we the parents and the teachers also fail. However, we succeed when 
we accept failure, and move on. Without our direction and support 
these children are lost.

WILMINGTON - The following 
information was given by Thomas 
Abbott of the office Social Security 
in Lowell. If you plan to work after 
retirement, as an increasing num- 
ber of people do, you will need to 
make sure you understand certain 
facts about Social Security. These 
include how much you can make 
before your benefits are affected 
and how other retirement income 
affects your benefits. 

There are limits on how much 
youcanearn without affecting your 
Social Security retirement benefits. 
Beneficiaries under age 65canearn 
up to $9,120 in 1998 (scheduled to 
increase to $9,600 this year) with- 
out affecting their benefits. Earn- 
ings over that will reduce benefits 
$1 for every $2 in excess earnings. 
People 65-69 years of age may earn 
$14,500 in 1998 (up to $15,500 this 
year) before benefits are affected. 
Earnings over that reduce benefits 
$1 for every $3. People over 70 are 
not affected by earnings limitations. 

In general, only earnings from 
work done after you start receiving 
benefits affect your benefits. Most 
other types of retirement income 
will not affect your benefits. These 
include payments from private in- 
surance and pensions from private 
employers and annuity payments, 
and income from investments such 
as interest and capital gains. This 
Tule is designed to encourage people 


to build up income for retirement 
and financial security using Socials 
Security as a base. + 

Other income that could possi-|

License issued despite protest ) 


WILMINGTON - Despite com- 
plaints from abutting residents, 
the Board of Selectmen voted to 
grant operating licenses to a local 
car dealership and auto body shop 
during Monday night’s public 
hearing. 

The shop in question is operated 
by 128 Sales, Inc. and is located at 
271-275 Main Street behind Car 
Mart, Inc., a Subaru dealership 
that sells new and used vehicles. 
The problem, residents say, is the 
strong scent of paint fumes that 
wafts from the body shop's 
exhaust stack into the nearby 
Brand Avenue neighborhood 
annoying some and possibly sick- 
ening others. One Brand Avenue 
resident, Tracey Peterson, 
believes that her two children 
have experienced side effects 
from inhaling the fumes and said 
that a Boston toxicologist had 
agreed that the children’s prob- 
lems may have been linked to such 
exposure, 

“If [the body shop] is not willing 
to work with us, no license should 
be issued,” said Peterson, who has 
spearheaded the opposition to the 
shop’s practices and is a member 
of Wilmington Citizens Against 
Pollution. “To do so would be 


rewarding them for acting in bad 
faith which they already have 
shown.” 

Peterson also read a letter from 
the citizen’s group with a list of 
conditions that they feel should be 
adhered to if a operational license 
is granted. While the board voted 
unanimously to issue the licenses, 
the selectmen also agreed to sub- 
mit the letter to the Board of 
Health for further review. 

Of the conditions recommended 
by Town Counsel Alan Altman and 
approved by the board, the major- 
ity dealt strictly with sales and 
function of the business while the 
last condition referred to “noxious 
fumes, paint odors or smells.” Un- 
der this final condition the shop is 
not to be the cause of such nui- 
sances or sickness related to pol- 
lution.and may have its license re- 
voked by the Board of Health if 
this condition is not met. 

Attorney John Conley, who rep- 
resents 128 Sales, Inc., said that 
his client would adhere to such 
conditions but made it clear that 
Car Mart, Inc. and the body shop 
were two separate legal entities 
and should be treated as such. 

“None of your conditions are 
troubling,” said Conley. “They are 


what is expected from most deal- 
erships.” 

To remedy the problem of the 
odors, testing has been done and 
the exhaust stacks have been 
raised higher. According to Con- 
ley, the shop plans to install a new 
system to prevent future odor 
issues at an expected cost of 
$14,000 per year for the shop. 

“They are not just doing this for. 
themselves,” said Conley. “They 
are doing this to avoid further 
complaints and to be good neigh- 
bors.” 

However, Gary Wells of 4 Brand 
Avenue related his disappoint- 
ment over the issuance of the 
license and described what he 
foresees as more spring and sum- 
mer weather ruined by the smell 
of drifting paint fumes. 

“T've been dealing with this,” 
said Wells prior to the vote. “My 
first request was to not issue the 
license, but I know that’s not 
going to happen. 

“Spring is the best time of year 
for me. I have-a deck and a pool 
and it’s gotten to the point where 
you don’t even want to have 
friends and family over.” 

In other business, Town Manager 
Michael Caira announced that the 


Route 62 bridge will be completely 
closed to traffic this Saturday per 
request of the Massachusetts 
Highway Department. According» 
to Caira, the bridge must be shut’ 
down in order for workers to rein- 
stall some sheet piling that was no 
longer completely imbedded in 
the ground and had come out of 
alignment with other sheets while 
the contractor attempted to re+| 
move some large boulders. The 
sheets have since been secured) 
but must now be replaced. ’ 

“The town is in agreement that, 
the safest and most efficient way 
to accomplish this construction) 
task would be to close the bridge) 
for one day,” said Caira, “Such 
closure would enable the contrac- 
tor to pull the sheets and excavate 
and move as many large boulders) 
as possible without putting live 
traffic at risk.” 

Caira also added that the con- 
tractor is planning to have all nec- 
essary equipment and materials 
on the work site in advance to 
ensure that the job is completed in 
one day. The bridge is scheduled 
to be closed at 6 a.m. and reopen 
no later than 5 p.m.

She taught part-time for four 
years, and left teaching to sell real 
estate on a part-time basis from 
the early to the mid 1970's. Then 
she landed a full-time job as a 
Hierary assistant at the Tufts Uni- 
yersity library in 1974. 
oan 17 years with the library, she 
worked her way up to become its 
personnel and business manager. 


In the early 1980's she also 
received a master's degree in 
Urban and Environmental Policy 
from Tufts. 

It was while she was in the mas- 
ter’s program that she first got 
involved in town government, 
when then’Town Manager Regi- 
nald (Buzz) Stepezynski appoint- 
ed her to the School Re-use Com- 
mittee, which made recommenda- 
tions for uses for vacant school 
buildings. 

The lease of the Boutwell School 
to the Baptist Church’s Abundant 
Life School was one of the com- 
mittee’s recommendations. Her 
work on the committee led 
Stepcezynski to name her to the 
Planning Board soon after the 
committee’s mission was finished. 

Hamilton is very proud of the 
way the Planning Board has 
evolved since she first joined it in 
1982. 

At that time the Planning Board 
was a “do-it-yourself operation” 
without resources or a staff, to a 
full-fledged department with a 
staff, and which is able to do some 
real planning and can take proac- 
tive steps to map out the town’s 
future, Hamilton said. 

The Planning Board has also 
become a group of highly trained 
professionals and _ specialists, 
rather than a group of people who 
have a passing interest in plan- 
ning issues, Hamilton said. 

She credits this professionalism 
of the board to Wilmington's Town 
Manager Mike Caira, who has 
picked out superior candidates for 
positions on the board. 

“We have a pretty spectacular 
town manager in [Mike] Caira,”

Hamilton said. 

The board’s ability to suecessful- 
ly negotiate affordable housing 
projects in Wilmington, through 
the Housing Partnership, was also 
a great accomplishment, Hamil- 
ton said. 

“Wilmington had previously re- 
jected affordable housing, and a 
number of- people violently 
opposed the proposals,” Hamilton 
said. 

In order to assist the town in cre- 
ating affordable housing, a con- 
sultant, Community Opportuni- 
ties Group (COG), a planning con- 
sulting firm based out of Boston, 
was brought in. 

The COG assisted the town in 
creating an affordable housing 
plan in the late 1980's, and the 
COG consultant who worked 
directly with the town happened to 
be current planning and conserva- 
tion department director Lynn 
Duncan. Ironically, it is the com- 
pany that Hamilton has worked 
for the last five years. 

It was a coincidence that Hamil- 
ton joined the company after Dun- 
can left, but Duncan added that 
she gave the company a sterling 
recommendation on Hamilton's 
behalf. 

It’s the same sort of glowing 
review Duncan gives Hamilton in 
regards to her service as a plan- 
ning board member. 

“She can see to the heart of an 
issue very quickly, and has very 
good judgement,” Duncan said 
“And she's always willing to stand 
up for what she believes in, and 
does the right thing even if it’s not 
the popular thing.” 

Hamilton provided several exam: 


The MBTA has contacted the 
owners of Action Glass, Wilming- 
ton Grain and Building Supply, 
Bagels to Boston, Veterans of For- 
eign Wars Post 2458 and All Breed 
Pet Grooming, about the buy-out 
of their respective businesses.

ples of her perceptiveness, and 
her resolve, over the course of the 
Planning Board’s last few meet- 


ings. 

For three straight planning 
board meetings over the course of 
late December and January, Car- 
ole Hamilton served as acting 
chair of the Planning Board when 
appointed chair James Diorio was 
unable to attend the board’s 
scheduled meetings. 

Over the course of these meet- 
ings, acting chair Hamilton criti- 
cized -the MBTA’s handicapped 
provisions for a proposed down- 
town commuter rail station as “an 
insult,” stood steadfast in demand- 
ing changes to the Lucci’s Plaza 
parking lot in conjunction with a 
proposed ATM machine, and 
sternly rebuked an upset Mike 
McCoy for speaking out of turn. 

It proved to be a fitting swan 
song for Hamilton, who presided 
over the meetings in all her hard- 
nosed glory. 

In the end, Hamilton feels she 
has a good reputation among the 
people she works with. 

“I'm fairly vocal, I’m not afraid 
to say what I think,” Hamilton 
said. “But I think in general peo- 
ple feel I've treated them fairly.” 

One criticism she feels could be 
made about her is that she is more 
pro-development than anti-devel. 
opment, but she said this does not 
make her a pushover for any pro- 
ject that comes before the board. 

“I don't think the developers 
expect me to roll over and play 
dead,” Hamilton said 

As she departs, Hamilton feels 
the town is in good shape. 

After withstanding and recover- 


ter, One Lowell St., has two con- 
firmed tenants, one of which is 
scheduled to open its doors in 
March. 

Foccaccia’s Restaurant and Cuts

Zoning is in place to transform 
the downtown from a strip mall 
zoning concept to a central busi- 
ness district, which would allow 
zero lot lines between buildings, 
shared »parking, mixed use of 
buildings allowing retail usage on 
lower floors and residential usage 
on upper floors, and which could 
have the center of Wilmington 
resemble town centers in. other 
communities such as Lexington, 
Wakefield and Reading 

The town’s ability to conduct 
such development now is. limited 
by the presence of on-site septic 


and will reopen at its new location 
on about April 1. 

"Wilmington really needs some- 
thing like this, there aren't any

Hamilton said it flies in the face 
of recommendations made by the 
downtown planning committee, 
which created the concept of a 
central business district and were 
accepted with minimal opposition. 

“Someday people will wake up 
and see what they've done, and it 
will be irreversible then,” Hamil- 
ton said. 

Hamilton, however, will be re- 
tired from public service and liv- 
ing in Salem by then, where she 
intends to use her car less and her 
legs more. 

Of course, there is a chance that 
when she walks downtown, she 
may wonder if the buildings she 
passes conform to zoning regula- 
tions, if a variance was required 
in their construction, or if ade- 
quate sight lines were provided. 

But if she's lucky, she'll be able 
to cast off the concerns learned 
over 17 years as a planner, She 
could walk along the streets with- 
out a care, revelling in the space 
and opportunities laid out before 
her, like the child who ran freely 
amongst the unfinished houses all 
those years ago. 


in response developer Joseph Lan- 
gone said the dumpster will be 
placed on the corner of Lowell St;

it that he is addicted to music. 
also admits that his latest CD, 
of your life”, isn't his best 
work. He realizes that he might 
not be the best lyricist and he also 
believes he can do a lot better. 

Field is his biggest and severest 
critic. This CD, which is a lot dif- 
ferent from his last one is very 
mellow and dark. He was the lead 
singer and bass player for the 
Wilmington band “Grand Design.” 
It took him nearly a year to finish 
this new album in which he pro- 
duced, wrote, recorded and 
arranged every song. This, his 
first solo project, as a whole, is 
brilliantly done. 

“I know this is not a very good 
marketable CD,” said Field. “But 
it was something I had to do, I had 
to get it out my system. I didn’t 
want to be like the usual Boston 
coverbands. I wanted my own 
stuff. I think I found a niche with 
this, it’s not heavy metal, 
it’s nice and really emo- 
tional.” 

This album features five 
slow moving songs about 
various subjects from a 
gorgeous sunny summer 
day, to his aunt who was 
bedridden all of her life, 
to problems in society 
including abandoned ba- 
bies. It also has two 
unusual shorter inserts. 
“2/3 of your life” is a lot 
like what you hear on the 
radio, kind of folksy, very 
soft, simple and pure. 
But as a true artist, it's 
pretty impressive, consid- 
ering he did almost all of 
the work. 

“I couldn’t wait to finish 
it,” said Field, about how 
he put it on the shelf for a 
few months before brush- 
ing the cobwebs off of it. 
“It’s been a great ride. I 
have sold 500 CD's so far 
in a few months and I did 
almost all of the work by 
myself, with no agent and 


no manager. And for 
that, I'm proud.”

After “2/3 of your life,” Field is just beginning — 


freshing, very strong and forth- 
coming. He continues to show 
that he epitomizes diversity going 
from rock and roll and rap groups 
in high school, to the grunge era, 
to his current slow moving tracks, 
to his next project, a hip-hop tech- 
no album that he is working on 
with producers from the radio sta- 
tion 94.5. 

“I'm always listening the Top 40 
all of the time, and a lot of that 
influences me. I don’t think it’s 
jumping on the bandwagon,” said 
Field. “It might sound kind of 
shallow, but I'm not - I just like 
those fun, light California songs.” 

Besides doing all of the afore- 
mentioned work for “2/3 of your 
life”, Field also does all of the pro- 
motions, bookings, negotiations, 
while he started up his own pro- 
duction company called 
“FieldTrip Music”.

High (91) and Emerson College, 
has been writing screenplays and

My 
lyrics have never been one of my 
strong points - some people say 
they understand them, while oth- 
ers say they are horrible.” 

“I think you have to step outside 
of it all and pat yourself on the 
back - it’s impossible to do that 
though. When you get compli- 
ments it’s tough, you know the 
person is genuine and you need to 
hear that, but the bad ones are 
just as important. It’s such a seri- 
ous business. .You try to separate 
it, it can consume you - where you 
can just walk away and say ‘why 
am I doing this?’ But the guitar 
has always been attached to my 
hand and always will be.” 

“You are constantly answering 
questions, it’s a steady quiz. And 


his life and what he was doing was 
his work, no one else’s. 

“I know I need a lot of work,” 
said Field; “But (CMC) is en- 
couraging me to keep.on writing 
and they believe that they will find 
that one tune of mine [for a pro- 
fessional working relationship to 
begin] that they can build on. It 
might happen in two months, it 
might happen in two years, but it's 
going to happen.” 

The first song on “2/3 of your 
life” , “Indian Summer,” is a light, 
fun song about the sunlight and 
the feelings that surround it when 
one looks at it during a sunny 
summer day. With a strong cho- 
rus with Johnson’s background 
chords beautifully sung, Field 
believes this song is the strongest. 

“It was very weird. One morning 
I woke up and I was out of my 
state of mind. I was alone for 
most of the day and the sun was 
coming in my room. I picked up 
the guitar and I captured the feel- 
ing of a lazy, warm summer day - 
and the melody and the song just 
whipped out on the book.” 

“I think it's a solid song to open 
the album. You are told to have 
your strongest song as the first,

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but it tortures you; it really does.” 

Next on the disc is “Flicker”, a 
song that came to him when he 
thought of his aunt who has been 
bedridden her entire life. The 
words in this song are his best on 
the album, with “there are people 
in this land who never understand 
that they left their kids outside to 
run away. There are people in this 
world all their gifts we stole 
locked ourselves in a box we made 
from home, and in a flicker the 
world reappears, and it’s over.” 

The third song, “Sulfer,” is a love 
song that came from a bottle of 
wine. Field said this was the last 
song recorded. Usually songs are 
done in twenty or so takes, but this 
one he and Luskin did in one. 

“I can't listen to things right off 
the bat,” said Field about the re- 
cording of the song. “I walked 
away and I waited a day or two 
and I had the tape and listened to 
it. It was a nightmare, I had to be 
so critical, but I really liked it. I 
think that song cap- 
tures what I'm all 
about it’s what Eric 
and I can do in a 
dime.” 

“Boy in a Basket” 
follows. This song 
originated from 
problems in today’s 
society concerning 
poor decisions made 
about some of the 
children in this 
world. It opens with 
“There’s a boy in a 
basket sitting on a 
porch, there’s a guy 
with a hammer he's 
gonna build me a 
church, there's a girl 
with her boyfriend 
sitting on a porch, 
and I'll be damned if 
you say anything to 
me.” Those words 
simple, poetic and 
sincere. 

“I've written a few 
screenplays and 
after you write them 
you say this stinks, 
none of this could 
happen,” said Field. 
“But then you look at 
it again later on and 
say wait a minute, 
this could happen. And I think 
that’s what this song is - I put it 
down on paper and then said this 
couldn't happen, when indeed 
yeah, babies are left on doorsteps 
and there are some people who 
have no clue about all of the aban- 
doned children.” 

The fifth song, “Her” is a 40 sec- 
ond unusual piece. The idea came 
when he saw a documentary about 
a couple who left a party to go for 
a drive, but ended up crashing, the 
boy dying and the girl having to 
deal with it the rest of her life. 

“I certainly questioned my mo- 
tives for that, but when I saw that 
it really hit me,” said Field. “It’s 
crazy, but as long as people are 
aware that something like that 
could happen - it’s a tribute to her 
and having her voice in the back- 
ground was something I wanted to 
do.” 

The final song is “Green” a song 
that Field says sounds terrific 
live, and that is followed by 
“Christmas Tree" a song sung by a 
little kid but not Field. “No com- 
ment,” he laughed. 

The music and words of the sev- 
en songs were completed and just 
needed to be recorded. Field took

his work to Bruce Bennett, of 
Krystal Rose Studios in Wilming- 
ton, and it was then that Field 
realized that he needed more 
input to put a stamp on it. 

“I love the studio work 20 much,” 
said Field. “I like to be creative 
and it was really interesting and I 
enjoyed the studio part so much. 
But Bruce really was proactive on 
it, he just wasn't the engineer who 
pushed the buttons. He was a 
member who told me ‘this part is 
good’, ‘this is not’ and so forth. “ 

“It was so refreshing to listen to 
a guy who is such a professional 
and such a great musician. He 
was a big decision maker and I 
never listened to a guy who I 
should've but I did with Bruce. I'm 
so glad I did.” 

With “2/3 of your life”, Field con- 


tinues to show his passion for 
music.

No W-2 Yet? 


BOSTON - Have you sat down to 
prepare your tax return and real- 
* ized you don’t have all of the infor- 
mation youneed? Ifso, the IRSmay 
be able to help. Taxpayers who 
have not received their W-2 wage 
statement for 1998 should first con- 
tact their employer. Ifthe employer 
still does not provide the W-2, tax- 
payers should contact the IRS. 

“By law, employers must fur- 
nish a Form W-2 and Tax State- 
ment, no later than January 31, 
1999,” said Steve Daige, IRS Dis- 
trict Director. If an employee has 
made an unsuccessful attempt to 
obtain the W-2, they can ask the IRS 
to intercede, but they need to pro- 
vide the following information: 

*Employer’s name, address and 
telephone number, 

*If known, the employer’s tax 
identification number (check the 
last pay stub), 

*Employee’s name, address, so- 
cial security number and telephone 
number, and 

*Employee’s dates of employ- 
ment and estimate of wages earned 
and taxes withheld. 

Taxpayers should also have re- 
ceived information forms in the 
“1099” series by January 31, 1999.

The 
area was a popular play area for 
many youths from areas around 
town, and the group soon 
became called the ‘Mudville 
Gang, because the streets there 
lacked hardtop (they were cov- 
ered with a thin layer of gravel 
in the late 1800's, which quickly 


washed away during a rain- 
storm), and during bad weather 
the area quickly turned to mud. 
“Youths from the following 
areas were involved in the 
Mudville Gang: Mudville itself, 
Whiskey Hollow, Firecracker 
Alley, Birch Meadow, Libby 
Avenue, the Highlands, and the 
West Side. Kids from these areas 
would compete in pickup sports 
throughout the year, and all 
games were played ‘at 
Washington Park. f 
“Both men who will be hon- 
ored by the plaque were mem- 
bers of the Gang, were gradu- 
ates of the Reading school sys- 
tem, and participated in the 
daily games at Washington 
Park.

“The new pressure-laminate 
mouth guards are more effective 
because they can be altered 
depending on the needs of the 
athlete and the type of sport in 
which each athlete partici- 
pates,” explains ~- David 
Kumamoto, DDS, a general den- 
tist who practices in Chicago.

Dr. Kumamoto says that the 
pressure-laminated mouth- 
guards are molded around the 
tips of the teeth more accurate- 
ly, accounting for a more form- 
fitting and tighter mouthguard 
that offers better protection. 

Pressure-laminated mouth- 
guards are made in the dental 
office using a machine specially 
designed to fuse several lavers 
of plastic. They cost more than 
traditionally vacuum-formed 
mouthguards, but are consid- 
ered by dentists to be vastly 
superior in their ability to pro- 
tect. 

The mouth guards can be cre- 
ated in different colors to’ match 
those of athletes’ schools. 
Colored mouthguards are pre- 
ferred over clear mouthguards 
because they can be seen clear- 
ly by coaches, referees or 
umpires who monitor their use. 

They are rather new in the 
dental world and most coaches 
and athletes do not yet even 
know they exist,” said Dr.

At North Shore Community College 
Real Estate Institute first in state 


North Shore Community 
College has become the first 
community college in the state 
to establish a Real Estate 
Institute in response to former 
Gov. Weld’s Real Estate 
Continuing Education Law. The 
legislation mandates that begin- 
ning January 1, 1999, all Real 
Estate Salespersons and 
Brokers must accumulate 12 
hours of approved continuing 
education when renewing licens- 
es. The continuing education 
seminars must be completed 
within 24 months of the license 
renewal date. 

Director and creator of the 
Institute, NSCC Professor of 
Business J. Peter Regan, BSBA, 
MBA, developed the Real Estate 


Institute with NSCC’s Center for 
Corporate and Community 
Education to provide area real 
estate brokers and salesperson’s 
with a single source for all 
approved seminars necessary 
for license renewal. Although 
not all are actively working in 
real estate, an estimated 140,000 
to 150,000 Massachusetts resi- 
dents hold licenses, 20,000 of 
them within commuting dis- 
tance of NSCC according to 
Regan. 


Seventy seminars are sched- 
uled for the Spring 1999 semes- 
ter at NSCC’s Danvers, Lynn 
and Beverly Campuses during 
the day and evenings, weekdays 
and weekends. All-day formats 


allow students to take one, two, 


or three seminars at a time. If 
participants take three classes 
in a day, all 12 hours can be 
completed in two days.

For a third consecutive year,

The combined total of 61,176 
detached home and condomini- 
um sales closed in 1998 sets a 
new all-time high for residential 
sales in Massachusetts, exceed- 
ing the 1997 single-family home 
sales total of 56,107 units by 9 
percent and topping the 49,729 
units sold in 1996 by 23 percent. 
By comparison, the highest 
sales total in the 80s was 49,625 
in 1987. 

“For homebuyers and sellers, 
it doesu’t get any better than 
this,” stated MAR president 
James C. Dougherty.

The num- 
ber of single-family listings is 
down 4 percent since December 
1997, to a dangerously low 6.6 
months worth of supply. 

Indeed, low inventory may be 
partly to blame for the small 
fourth quarter sales increase for 
detached single-family homes, 
which rose just 1 percent 
statewide for October-December 
1998 compared to the same peri- 
od in 1997. Double-digit sales 
gains were in the 
Central, Southeast and West 
regions however. Separately, in 
the condo market, sales rose 
13.3 percent across the state in 


the fourth quarter of 1998 versus 
the comparable period a year 
ago, with sharp increases 
observed in every region of the 
Bay State except Greater 
Boston, where sales were flat in 
the final quarter of the year. 


Notably, buyers aren’t the 
only ones reaping the benefits of 
the current market, as housing 
prices also continue to rise at a 
healthy pace.
